His honor told him. that if he 
wanted to keep out of the penitentiary, 
he had better sec that other maai, and 
settle with him, and then "light out."— 
This he did not like to do, for if lie set- 
tlec with this man, others might come 
in with their claims, and there would 
be no end to it.

company with several of his accusers, 
and as the party was talking tlae matter 
over in the 'Squire's omce, in came Bil- 
ly Dow .ling, and accused him of steal- 
ing a lot of chickens from him, saying 
that if he did not pay him for them he 
would have him arrested then and these. 
Hood said he had no money and would 
pay no claims of the kind. "Whereupon 
Billy had a warrant made out and secur- 
ed his arrest right then and there.

the fellow could give to bail lie was put 
in jail to await a preliminary examina- 
tion before Justice Goodman, this after- 
noon at 3 o'clock. It now appears that 
Hood has been stealing chickens all ov- 
er the country for the last three months, 
and it is probable that the value of 
fowls stolen will aggregate several hnn- 
drcd dollars.
